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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner imposed a lack of unity requirement in the office action dated 1 1/04/08. In 
response to the foregoing requirement, applicant elected with traverse the invention of Group I 
(claims 1-19) and newly added claims 30-31 which were not present in the original set of claims 
dated 05/18/05. The following lack-of-unity is formulated to further restrict original claims 1-19 
and newly added claims 30-31 in view of applicant's election to prosecute claims 1-19 and 30-31 
on their merits and together as a single group. 

This action applies only to claims 1-19 and 30-31 because the examiner's action of 
11/04/08 already contains a lack-of-unity requirement between claims 1-28. 

Important note: In traversing the lack-of-unity (equivalent to restriction requirement in 
regular US practices and applications) Applicant should take notice the present application is a 
371 national stage application of PCT/EP03/ 12385, and that the instant action and the previous 
examiner's action of 11/04/08 are based on 35 USC 121, 372 and PCT Rule 13.1 and do not 
adhere to US restriction practices. Therefore, it is inappropriate to traverse a lack-of-unity 
requirement imposed to a 371 national stage application of a PCT application on the basis of US 
restriction practices (See applicant's remarks/arguments of 12/04/08).
